The Parisian Fashions. 



(From the Queen.) 

The composition of.models of spring 
costumes ia progressing busily. I 
visited the Unison Eodrigues, ia the 
Rue Montinartre, a few days ago, and 
Baw many new patterns. The form is 
more clinging, and several of tho cos- 
tumes were made with a large waist- 
coat which reached almost to the knee, 
and was mado of different material 
from the dress. For example, there 
was woolen costume of tiny blue and 
white checked material ; the large 
wawt-coat was of navy blue cashmere, 
trimmed with Indian galloon— that is 
the galloon was silk, and the design 
Eastern in style. Bodice, which was 
fastened to the waist-coat, was shaped 
at the back like a jacket; the tunic was 
of the checked material, and was like- 
wise trimmed with tno Indian galloon. 
Another costume was called tue Mar- 
guerite, and it was made in white, pale 
blue, pearl grey', and almond-coloured 
cashmere mixed with a dark colour. 
The skirt, which was of light caahmero 
was cut out in squme scollops, and 
mounted over a dark heui ; tbe laitiere 
tunio, likewise of dark cashmere, was 
lined or turned up with the lighter 
colour. The bodice was trimmed 
down the front with chevrons of pale 
cashmere, the piaston being light. 

The new bodices hitve all cuirass 
basques and five seams instead of three 
at the back. Among the new shades 
atthe Maisou ltodriques there is one 
called fild'or, much used for costumes, 
and trimmed with galloon, embroider- 
ed in theLouis. Xlil. style; tbe tunic 
is knotted over tbe traiu with bows of 
a magnificent dark blue, called "aile 
de corbeau." tor evening wear there 
is the mandarine or nasturtium, the 
vivid orange shade which is the Imper- 
ial colour of China, also red copper, 
green gold, jonquil, flame, Vesu ve.and 
a host of coral uhades, from pink coral 
to the darkest red coral. The present 
•easou, and reseda or mignonette tho 
greenish grey lint so popular two yeurs 
ago, is restored to favour. One of the 
riobeB and newest shades is geranium 
red. 

The fashionable materials for demi- 
toilette spring cloaks will bo cashmere 
and vicugna; for full-dress, black- 
corded silk; and for driving, pale 
shades^ of blue, mastic, grey, or 
mode. Shortissde bal are preferred t 
white. The prevailing cut for deroi- 
toilette is the fourreau. A fourreau is 
a straight long pale tot that allows of 
a certain degree of comtoi t.and, though 
not loose, it is not an entirely close lit 
at tho back. Tho Murillo fourreau is 
.of navv-bluo vicugna, braided with 
white mohair. As many as sixteen 
rows of mohair are sowed in differout 
designs, such as elongated olives, 
round macaroons, or tho exploding 
obus. Tho collar of tho Murillo is 
straight aud it has a coat sleeve. The 
Chevalier fourreau is made of black 
vicugna, enlivened with a yellow silk 
lacef edging in four different shades of 
orange a'ud lemon, wullllower and mari- 
gold. There is a peculiar shade of 
brown orange, cilled "rameur d'or," 
with which flowers are embroidered on 
vicugna. These silk lacets are not 
bound O7or tho edges of clouks and 
mantles, but stitched on lint— ono a 
little below the other— thus simulutiug 
tips of colour in different gradatioim. 
The Chevalier, as well as other spring 
cloaks, are ornamented down the back 
from neck to waist with a V or chevron , 
a figure that lengthens tho waist, and 
p.nof lessens stout figures. A chevron 
is executed ill braid, narrow beading, 
and tress bordered with amber beads. 
The Breton is made of navy-blue 
vicugna, with a plastron in front.wbicli 
conveys the idea of a straight under 
jacket. ThiB plastron is fastened to 
the waist bv a broad belt and buckle 
of mother o'f pearl. The collar, revors, 
cuffs, and gorgerette are ornamented 
either with braiding or coloured beads 
and coloured linos of herring bono, or 
etoiles do mor, a kind of star fish, but 
flourishes aud rings riveted togothor 
are certainly among the most appro- 
priate The Pelisse Renaissance is a 
black silk mantlo with amber fringe, 
and lace niching. The shoulders are 
eovered with a black laco fichu, which 
iimulntos a Rmall shawl ut the back, a 
mediaeval sleeve on tho side, and a 
Marie Antoinette fichu iu front. 

Hoods will be worn on black silk 
Ioob? pelisses, and they ara to lined 
with silk of tho same shade of the

THE ESTIMATES. 



The Estimates were passed through 
Committee of the Whole yesterday. About 
th* only debates of interest were those 
that took place over the item alloted for 
interest in whioh Mr. Humphroys was 
flayed alive by Mr. Milby; and 
over the items grouped under the 
heading of "roads, streets and bridges." 
While the items for publio works 
■were under roviow Mr. Morrison 
aBked the intentions of the Government 
as to the Howe Sound trail, representing, 
with much oiirnestness, the necessity for 
its construction. Hon. Mr. Vernon re- 
plied that it was the intention of the Gov- 
ernmeiat. to construct this trail, whioh 
will be found to confer great benefit job 
the people of the interior. Challenged as 
to a statement alleged to have been inado 
by him ut a public meeting at Lillooet, 
Mr. W. Brown deniod that he had said 
the Government wer9 trying to defraud 
Lillooet out of this trail; nnd Mr. Vernon 
Bhov. ed that he had redeemed his pledge, 
viz: to survey the trail last summer bo- 
fore commencing the woik. The former 
Government vus'ed §23.000 in making 
the trail before tlie idoa occurred totliom 
that a survey might b* necessary. The 
remainder of the proceeding* of Thursday 
and Saturday will be fouuu of oquul in- 
teiest. ___ 

SECOND PflOVINUIAL LEGIS- 
LATIVE ASSEMBLY. 

SECOND SESSION. 



Thursday, April 12. 

Hon. Mr. Vernon remarked that the 
senior member for Caiiboo had upon sev- 
eral occasions alluded to the dismissal 
from office of gentlemen who h-id been ap- 
pointed under his administration to offi- 
cial positions, one of whom was Johnson 
RobertBon. The hon. member had stat- 
ed that he knew for a fact that the Gov- 
ernment had received communications 
from parsons to whom he was politically- 
opposed, urging the dismissal of Mr. J.J. 
Robertson from his position as road su- 
perintendent and that it was because this 
unfortunate man was a personal friend 
that he had been removed to make way 
for another. This Mr. Vernon wished 
most distinctly to deny. The circumstan- 
ces of the cuso w;re these. Mr. Robertson 
was appointed to superintend the con- 
struction of Quesnello Bridge and sent 
from Victoria for thut purpose, and upon 
the completion of tliat work last year bad 
been directed to oversee some road work 
in the immediate vicinity of the bridge; 
as the road superintendent at the time 
(Mr. Sanl) was some distance away. Mr. 
Robertson bad never received any instruc 
tion to act as road superintendent, either 
from the past or present government. 
From the complications which afterwards 
arose in connection w.th the Quesnello 
bridge botween the government and tbe 
contractor, and which every one in the 
House would recollect from the promin- 
ent manner that they had been brought 
before the public by tho local press, it be- 
come absolutely necessary to recall Mr. 
Robertson and have his evidence taken 
down at length. In tho correspondence 
that had ensued prior to Mr. Robertson's 
return, that gentleman had himself re 
fused to furnish the office with the partic- 
ulars that wern necessary, alleging thut it 
would be incumbent upon him to return 
to Victoria in order to give tbe informa- 
tion requested. For theBe reasons a tele- 
gram wis dispatched recalling him here, 
and his reports upon the Bridge compli 
cations may be found iu the offico of tho 
Lands and Works. As tho hon. member 
for Cariboo would admit, it ia very noces- 
oary to have the trunk road from Yale to 
Cariboo opened and repaired at the earliest 
moment possible over} spring, and as tho 
government determined to appoint an ad- 
ditional superintendent for tho Cariboo 
district to havo this thoroughfare 
thoroughly controlled, Mr. Johnston who 
has worked on the road for several years 
in different capacities wn.'. appoiutod as 
road superintendent; and he was satisfied 
the members for the district wonld bear 
bim out when ho stated thut it would bo 
difficult tutlnd a more competent.oflieient, 
or energetic officer than the gentleman 
now in charge. 

Mr. Vernon repeated the statement that 
Mr.Robertsonhad never been a road super- 
intendent, uor had unylettersbe been eooiv- 
ed by the Government culling for his dis- 
msisul. He made the explanation at length 
because the Leador of tho Opposition had 
made such frequeut allusions to it during 
tho session, that he evidently was not in 
possession of til h real facts. Ha might 
further add that he would hesitate a very 
longtime, — a* any gentleman would, — 
before dismissing an officer from the pub- 
lic service, merely because lie wasafriuud 
of the Leader "f the Opposition, or on the 
strength of a letter being received asking 
for his removal. (Cheers.) 

Mr. Wulkeni expressed himself perfectly 
satisfied with the explanation. 

EVENING SESSION. 



COMMITTEE OP SUPPLY. 

Interest, $20,495. 

Mr. heaven onco more asked tho Fi- 
nance Minister to altor those figureu. 

Mr.Milby showed that the ilein of S20,- 
000 for interest whs ample to meet the in- 
terest thut would accuro on tho indebted- 
ness of 8000,000, at 8 per cent., with the 
addition of $4,000 whioh would be credit- 
ed to tho Government from the doposits 
of revenuo at different times with tho 
Bank. With respect to tho §495 down 
for sinkiug fund ho said that it roprosont- 
en tho amount necessary to moet tho sink- 
ing fund «f $20,000 bonds sold from tho 
loun of 1874, whioh ran till 1899. He 
showed from Mr. Beavon's own admis- 
sions that thin calculation was correct. 
Mr. Milby ignored the idea of mixing tho 
proposed loan of $750,000 with this inter- 
est account. The Bank did not propose 
to hold the security thoy now held nnd 
tho $750,000 dobo.'.tures us well. The 
Bank bad mudo arrangements t) Host tho 
proposed loan in England, and if thoy 
aucceeded the bonds thoy now held would 
be releiised and the 8 -per eent. interest 
upon them would oease(oheeri.)Furthor, 
that if the bondB were successfully flouted 
tho Bank would not take advsutago of tuo 
flattie ad tha agreement which Allowed 



them to sell tho debentures they now held 
on the 1st day of July. Mr. Milby re- 
peatedly called on Mr. Humphreys not 
to mistato the question and nhowed that 
tbe now Loan Bill provided for a sinking 
fund, and it was evident Mr. Humphreys 
either had not read tho Bill or that ho 
tried wilfully to misconstrue it. 

Mr. Humphreys spoke strongly against 
those items, uccusod Mr. Milby, a now 
member, of hotly advocating tho preten- 
tions of tho Government, and intimated 
that ho (Mr. H.) was able to protect him- 
self inside the House as well as outside 
from attacks or attempts at intimidation. 

Mr. Milby retorted that ho would not 
submit to tho dictation of tho hon. mem- 
ber, notwithstanding bis vauntod experi- 
ence of 9 years in tho House andlmontuu 
in the Ministry. He had made no attack, 
had attempted no intimidation. And so 
far as protection went tho Chairman could 
protect him while in the House _ and he 
could protect himself when outside of it. 
(Cheers.) 

Dr. Ash thought that tho Bank would, 
with reference, to the sale of thoso bonds, 
do tho host they could for tho Province. 
Ho, however, thought that this Loan Act 
should havo been brought d^wn to tho 
Houso n^ tho commencement of the ses- 
sion and then wo might by this time have 
had tho returns of how tho bonds had 
boon sold iu London. 

Tho item was then passsed. 

Works and Buildings, $23,799. Passed. 

Works and Buildings. $4285; Govern 
ment House Victoria, $3020. Passed. 

Roads and Bridges, $170,500. 

Hon. Mr. Vernon stated iu reply to Mr. 
Beaven that it was contemplated to ex- 
|ion<l Uio a mix pluoect in tho Estimnton for 

Victoria District in ropeiring the road 
from the City bjuudruy to SwuuLako.and 
also to complete tho road from Bryant's 
farm to the Prairie Tavern. Tho Cedar 
Hill aud Cadboro Bay roads would also 
receive atteulion, and upon tho other side 
of the district the cro.-s-ro.id from the 
Prairie Tavern to Henderson's -would bo 
thoroughly, repaired. 

Mr. Beaven said ho would also like to 
be informed how tin money appropriated 
for Esqnimalt was to be expended. 

Mr. Vernon replied that it was proposed 
to thoroughly repair the mods from Vic- 
toria to Esqnimalt and the road to Met- 
chosin and Sooke. A trail would bo made 
from Vine's to Sooko harbor. The Otter 
Point and other trails would be repaired 
and it was his intention also to cut down 
the hill at the Gorge turn-off on the 
Oraigflower road to reduce tho grade. 

Mr. Beaven requested to know from tho 
Chief Commissioner when tho amount 
appropriated for Cowichan district was 
under discussion how inuoh of tho 
amount was for tho Cowichan Trunk- 
road. 

Mr. Vernon replied that ho considered 
until the contract was awarded to the con- 
tractor it would be manifestly impolitic lo 
state tho amount of the tenders. Ho would 
remark that this work had been contem- 
plated for many years and money placed 
on the Estimates since 1874 for its con- 
struction. It had been reported upon 
several times and each report mentioned 
that to construct a road from Cowichan to 
Viotoria was impossible except at u ruin- 
ous cost. Last session ho hail de-pa ch- 
ed un engineer to exploro this line ol 
country and very full information wiii 
be found in the Commissioner's report for 
1876. A practical route huB hoeu located 
and tenders received for tho construction 
of the road in two sections. Some donbt 
had existed us to whether the Government 
had any intention to construct this work 
or not from the fact of tho contract not 
having been awarded. Ho would men 
tion, however, that the Government did 
not consider that they would bo doing 
their duty were they to award the con- 
tract until they should get tho sanction 
of the LegiTatuie. It was necessary to 
invite tenders in order to ascertain what 
tho coat of the road would bo and whe- 
ther it was within the means of the Gov 
eminent to construct tho entire road this 
year. Ho now found that only the first 
section could be contracted for this sea- 
son; tho section from Cowichan to a point 
about half way to Victoria. Tho remain- 
ing portion would have to be left until 
next year. As he was in possession of tho 
tenders the contract would be awarded in 
a few days aud tho work commenced. Ho 
could not Btate the amount of tho lowest 
tendor until the contract was awarded and 
whatever rumors there may have beon 
outside the House in connection with tho 
mutter, they could only havo arisen from 
contractors comparing notes with each 
other uftor their tenders hud been hand- 
ed in to tho ollieo. He would Bay, how- 
ever, tbat owing to tho largo amount re- 
quired for the construction of tho section 
alluded to ouly a small sum would remain 
to repair tho other roads in the district 
outside of the Moniepulity. 

Mr. Gordon would u>k tho Chief 
Commissioner how it was proposed to ex- 
pend tho money in Nanaimo District. 
The di.striot was a very important one and 
at present ono of tho roads in tho dist- 
triet was of no service whatever to the set- 
tlers from the fact of its stopping short a 
number of miles fiom the town. He wish- 
ed to draw attention to t' is factaud trust- 
eJ that it would be continued if possible 
to meet tho Cowichan road. 

Mr. Vernon stall d that ho quite agreod 
with what had fallen trom the meiubir 
for Nanaimo in respect to tho road refer- 
red to, and should ihere bo sufficient 
money to continue tbe road this year it 
would bo done. Ho intended in tuo llrst 
place to construct a now bridge on Vic- 
toria Crescent. This bridge, although in 
tho Municipality, had beeu built by the 
Government before Nanaimo was Munioi 
palily and wus beyond tho meuns of the 
Corporation to rebuild now as it would 
require an expensive sbucturc. The Do- 
paituro Bay road would also bo attended 
to, as in tho winter season when ships were 
loading at the Wellington mine and the 
water traffic was difficult from tho ieo 
forming in a portion of the Buy, supplies 
of all descriptions hud to bo brought over- 
land and the present road in places was 
then almost impassable. Tho Welling- 
ton, Harewood and other roads in tho 
district will also receive attention. 

Upon tho discussion of tho amount ap- 
propriated for Oomox, in which Mr. 
Beavonuud Dr. Ash Beamed to feel a livo- 
ly interest, charges were mado by tbeso 
gentlemon that a contract had been 
accepted that had not been completed ac- 
cording to tho specifications. 
., Hon. Mr. Vernon showed clearly that 
tho spirit of tho contract hid boon carried 
out by the contractors— Messrs. Nichol- 
son and Bnkor— and stated from his own 
personal observation, from the opinions 
of the settlors und the report 3 of the Gov- 
ernment Agent and others ! iat the top! 
was a credit to the contractors. Although 
deviations hud been made from the con- 
tract, additional work had been perform 
ed of an equivalent value and tha dovhv 



Hons themselves bad beon of trifling im- 
portance aud could uot be avoided. Hon. 
Mr. Vernon also mentioned that tho road 
from Point Holmes towards Brown River 
would bo extended and other roads re- 
paired. He hoped, also, to bo in a posi- 
tion to take some steps towards opening 
up a road from tho B.iyues Sound Mine to 
the sottlemeut, a distance of some twelve 
milo3. This mine was rapidly being de- 
veloped and becoming a place of oonsid- 
able importance. Ho did not know 
whether tho amount at the disposal of the 
Government would b9 sufficient to con- 
struct a wagon road this year, but ho hop- 
ed to have every information during the 
coming summer. 

Mr. Armstrong wished to know whether 
the work to be douo this year in tho 
Westminster District was to bo let by oon- 
tract or dono by day work? Ha thought 
that tho trunk road from Westminster to 
Yule should not bo placed in the district 
expenditure, but maintained as a separate 
work. He wished also to be informed 
whothor it was intendod to construct a 
road iu tho viciuity of Derby. 

Hon. Mr. Vernon explained that the 
trunk road in this district could not bo 
regarded us a district work. The Caiiboo 
roud was au exceptional case aud a toll 
was collected upon it for the express pur- 
pose of keeping it in repair, aud which 
was the case with no other rood in the 
country. To carry out tho suggestion of 
tho hon. member wo shou'd hive to re- 
tare to the old system of turnpikes. Tho 
money placed iu tho estimates wus f.jr 
tho Pitt River road, repairs to tho trunk 
load and to tho roud between Westmins- 
ter and Burrard Inlot (Hastings ro id.) 
•The contract Ryu turn had not been carried 
out in the Westminster District last year, 
excepting, of course, tho completion of 
old contracts, because no new works had 
been constructed. All the work done 
had been repaiiing other roads,, which it 
wus bettor and cheaper to perform by day 
labor. 

Mr. E. Brown said that it was admitted 
by every ono in tho district that the work 
performed last year was of a vory much 
moro substantial nature than what had 
been constructed by contract in former 
times, an;l hud not cost a.j much money. 
Ho was not at all opposed to tho contract 
system when any new or important work 
was oonteiuplato I; but iu gounrul repair- 
ing he considered it was more advantage- 
ous to the country and the district to 
havo roads repaired under thoroughly 
coniDefant supervision. 

Mr. Vernou quite agreed with what the 
hon. member for Westminster, who had 
just spoken Btated, and in reply to Mr. 
Armstrong said that if tho means of the 
Government wonld permit, the road in 
the vicinity of Dorby would be construct- 
ed. 

Mr. Smith wished some information 
from the Chief Commissioner as to the 
work proposed to Lo done in the Yalo 
District. 

Hon. Mr. Vernon said that ho intended 
to completo tho road from Kam loops to 
Nocola. of which the first section only 
was contracted for last year. The Hope- 
Kootenay trail, over which a largo num- 
ber of cfttlo now pass annually, would 
receive attention and bo placed iu 
thorough repair. Tho district was a very 
large one and had many hundred miles of 
roud to repair unnually. It was coroput 
ed that every now road constructed in the 
Province cost on an average from ten to 
fifteen per cent, of tho cost of construe 
tion to maintain it in repair, und a con- 
siderable portion of the voto would havo 
to bo expended in repairing existing roads. 

Mr. Smith said be was sorry to hoar 
from tho Chief Commissioner that he was 
unable to havo the road constructed from 
Lytton to Foster's Bar. It was a work 
much required. He hoped that some 
st-ps would bo taken to have a bridge con 
Btructed at Savouns; ferry to cross the 
Thompson River. 

Hon. Mr. Vernou si tl ho was fully 
alive to the iaipoitunce of the road ro 
ierred to, but tho circumstances of the 
country would not permit of its construe 
tiun this year. He intended to gather all 
information possible in regard to tho 
matter, aud al-o intended to havo the 
survey completed that was commenoed 
last year of tho Thompson and Savonas io 
order to bo in a position to havo a bridge 
constructed ut a future time. Ho might 
moutiou that an experienced engineer had 
already beeu despatched for tho ]>urpose. 
Tho district roads generally wotiid be re- 
puired and improved. 

Mr. Walkem wished for information aa 
to how the money for Cariboo was to bo 
appropriated, and considerable diseussiou 
ensue I, beating on the Qnesuel Bridge 
During tho debate Mr. walkem endeav- 
ored to rnake capital from a remark that 
foil from the Chief Commissioner as to the 
manner i u which the bridge hud been con 
stroctod, 

Mr. Vernon raid in explanation tint 
his remarks had b en miscousirued. He 
said that he believed tho money spent 
upon Quo-nol Bridge would have beeu 
expended m a manner moro satisfactory 
to tho dint rid and tho coun'ry generally 
if it had been ulacod upon the roads in 
the Cariboo District. Tho sum tbe bridge 
cost would have enabled severul quaitz 
mills in Carib jo to hav ; b ou construct- 
ed and other moro profitable wipks, The 
Government had no intention of p'aoiuj; a 
toll upon tho bridge, although it \va9 
quit'! within their power t > do so; but it 
would be unjust now to sing'o out this 
bridge and allow pa-Sage over other valu- 
able biidges in tho Province to pass free 
of charge. 

In reply to Mr. Evans, Mr. 
Veruon explained and stated tbe 
greater portion of tho monoy would be 
expended in constructing a sleigh road in 
the district of about 12 miles iu length, 
which was much required from William 
Creek to Cunningham Creek, and in re- 
pairing other reads und tracts generally. 
Qmnica trail would also ivooivo attention- 
In reply to Mr. Walkem tho Chiaf Com- 
missioner stated that in tho Casual- Dis- 
trict it v/as intendod to havo a now trail 
mudo from Glenora to Telegraph Creek 
and to repair tho trail from head of navi- 
gation lo Deaso Lake. 

Lillooet District, roads, streets and 
bridges, $10,000. 

Mr. W. Brown usked how tho amount 
was to bo apportioned and how tuo liabil- 
ity of $7787 occurred? 

Hon. Mr. Vernon replied that tho lia- 
bility occurred through moro money hav- 
ing been spent in the district than was 
appropriated last session on account of 
bridges having boon washed away by the 
fliods. 

Mr. W. Brown asked for details of tho 
over-expenditure and who advised it? 

Hor Mr. Vernon replied— The over- 
rxpeiiL Ittt>8 was made because of disas- 
ters it - ;ads and bridges. There must ba 
some discretion left to tho Ohief Commia- 
Biouer to act iu suddon emergencies, 

Mr. Morrison said that hs would «- 



plain to the hon. gentleman (Mr. W. 
Brown) if ho did not take sufficient iuter- 
estto inform himself, that $1600 was 
spent in the survey of the Howe Sound 
Trail, which ho considered should have 
been charged to the item of surveys; $1,- 
800 was spent on Cayoosh Creek bridge, 
which was washed away after tho House 
was prorogued last spring. There wa3 
81300 for Bridge River bridge which was 
washed away about the same time. There 
wus $1300 required for tho payment of 
the back percentage on McComb's con- 
tract for keeping open the roud from Lil- 
looot to Clinton. 'Ihere wus another piece 
of road which Mr. Brown advised should 
bs built As this pieoe of road was no good 
to the settler, anil would eventually have 
to bo abandoned he (Mr. Morrison) had 
recommended that the Kelly road should 
be undertaken instead of tho piece advis- 
ed by Mr. Browu. Tho Kelly road ran 
through the jettlement aud the road re- 
commended for repair by Mr.Brown does 
not go near tho settlement. Mr. Morrison 
said his sngge-tions were adopted; hencc^ 
this $2000 of liabilities. Mr. Morrison 

included that ho hoped ho was correct 
in in r erring that it was ths intention of 
tho Governu-ont to construct the Howo 
Sound trail thissummar. 

Hon. Mr. Vernon said that such was 
tho intention of the Government, and the 
hon. gentleman might rest assured that 
this Government would construct the 
Howo Souid trail. The confidence Mr. 
Morrison had placed iu tho Government 
would be found not to be misplaoed. 
(Oheer*.) 

Mr. Morrison said tho Howe Sound 
truil was the only outlet for tho produce 
of the interior, and ho was glnd to lo.irn 
that tho Government looked upon it as a 
Provincial and not a local work. Even if 
the Government wore to expend moro 
than the appropriation called for on this 
work, ho was sure, from tho sentiment of 
the House, that it would endorse the ex- 
penditure, as the road was of great impoi- 
tauco to tho Province. There wus a large 
market hero aud there was an enormous 
surplus of stock in the upper country. If 
this truil wore opened the interior could 
supply this market. In conclu-ion ho 
said ho was satisfied of I ho honest inten- 
tions of tho fJoveriiment. to construct this 
great work, and he felt sure tho Govern 
ment would ourry out their pledges' and 
thus justify the confidenoo he had reposed 
in them (cheers.) 

Dr. Tolmie and other honorable gen- 
tlemen thanked the hon. member for Lil- 
looet for his expres-ions and said the 
work was oT such importance that the 
House would endorse any action of the 
Government in pushing it on. 

Hon, Mr. Vernon drew, tho attention of 
the member for Lillooet (Mr. Brown) to 
the fact that in tho printed report of a 
speech mudo by him at Lillooet last sum- 
mor ho had characterized the work done 
last summer as merely a blind to deceive 
the Lillooot people. 

Mr. Browu said ho had mado no such 
stutement. 

Hon. Mr. Vernon was glad to hear the 
hon. gentleman refute the accusation; bu 
thought it would have been only an act 
of justice to himself if. Mr. Brown hod 
corrected the statement attributed to him 
at the time of its publication. List year 
he bad distinctly stated that he intended 
only having a thorough survny made of 
the route and hon. gentlemon would see 
by his published report that his promise 
had b en fulfilled and that a survey had 
been made by Mr. Ma'iood. This year i 
was contemplated to construct tho work 
expediiiously by starting one road party 
from Lillooet and another from Burrard 
Inlet He was glad to receive the assur 
unce from the hon. member who had jus 
spoken (Mr. Morrison) that a new indue 
try would bo started « hon tho trail was 
completed. As the principal portion of 
the money wou!d be expended upon this 
trail little could ba effected towards other 
works in the Dis'rict. 

Kootenay District, roads and bridges 
$5000. 

Mr. Milby said this sum was entirely 
too small. By comparing the amount ex 
pended in the District in previous years 
with the amounts spent in other districts 
it would seem that Kootenay hud never 
enjoyed a fair share of tiio public expeudi 
ture. On thut account the sums that had 
boon begrudgingiy doled out to the Dis 
triot had been of very little value— they 
bciog too small to justify the undertaking 
of nny work of importance. Ho advocat 
ed tho construction of two bridges— on& 
across St. Mary's River and the other 
across Kootenay Biver. He had taken 
measurements of th so streams and con 
eluded that two bridges could bo built 
cheaper than one bridge at the Ferry, for 
the ro ison t hut tho river was wider aud 
had a st 'ongerourrent at tho confluence of 
St. Mary's and Kootenay Biver than 
the points he had measured. If tho two 
b idges were built every one would bo 
benefited because I ho rich stock-raising 
section of St. Mary's Prairie would be no. 
oesBible to a'l parties, and placed within 
easy reach of a market. Alt persons 
siding in tho Distiict would be benefited 
bj- tliis* improvement and miners und pros 
rectors going to Sttookum Chuck and 
F-nlay Creek would bo euubled to travel 
at all stages of water and ut all seasons of 
the year. Tuore would also bo un easier 
roa 1 opened to the present Quartz Creek 
tra'l. This statement the hon. geutloman 
siid he had substantiated by hauling to 
the Chief Commissioner a letter fiom fllr. 
John Jane. C.E.. who had resided sever, 1 
years in tho District and who aooompanr 

1 (1 his information by a sketch map of tl 
District. Ho read from an extract from 
Gun. Selby Smyth's report of 1875. 
which ho recommends that tho Domini 
Government shall build a waggon road 
from Fort MoLood through the Rlk River 
Pass. to Kootenay by whioli moans sup 
plies for the volunteers and mounted po- 
lice stationed east of the boundary could 
bo obtained at a much less rate than by 
the present route, If this Government 
would open a cattlo trail by tho route in- 
dicated by Gen. Smyth an outlet for the 
Kootenay stock would be obtained and 
the settlers and mounted polioe in tho 
Saskatchewan country would bo supplied 
with British Columbia cattlo and horsos; 
300 or 400 head of horses wont through 
this pass last year into tho American ter- 
ritory. Thia btiil would be tho means of 
attracting immigration from Edmon- 
ton, Holonaaud Winnipeg on Rooouotof 
discoveries of gold and gold bearing 
quartz ou Elk River.

Hon. Mr. Elliott presented the Ballot 
Bui as amended, to be oousidsred to-mor- 
row. 



Tho Hou«e thou went into committee of 
supply, Mr. Mara i n tho c' air. 
Graving Dock $90,000. Passed. 
Advertising, g3000. 

Hon- Mr. Smithe said this was calcu- 
lated on tbe amount paid in preceding 
years. Last year thero was a saving, but 
this was put down in case of extra ex- 
penses. 

Mr. Beaven thought thoro was a great 
deal of extra advertising. Of courso a 
Government could uot txpect the Gov- 
ernment organs to support them unless 
thoy were well paid. Whon ho was in 
power he found that tho papers favoring 
the Walkem Government would not say 
black is white or white black unless they 
wero well paid for it. 

Mr. Fisher thought this was a largo 
amount, but still advertising is tho life of 
trade and of the covntry. 

Mr. Morrison drew attention to tho fact 
that in 1875 tho sum voted was $2500; but 
that thero was considerably more spent. 

Hon. Mr. Smithe said that in tuo Sup- 
plementary Estimates io 1875 thero wus 
an item of $600 and odd paid abovo tho 
$2500 voted. 

Mr. Humphroys said this amount was 
paid and had been paid by preceding 
Goverumonts to nowspapor men, not so 
much for advertising as to support them 
not iu the true iuteiests of the oountry 
but diametrically opposed to it. 

Item was passed. 

Destruction of wolves and panthers, 
$1200. 

Mr. Smith wished to know whether auy 
onp hud over received a premium. 

Dr. Tolmie hoped that if this extended 
to wolves and pauthers in this House thut 
it would also extend to wolves in sheep's 
clothing (laughter.) 

Hon. Mr. Smithe said every precaution 
is taken to guard against auy iruud. A 
certificate at a J. P. is required before the 
$5 can be paid, and unless tho J. P. is 
guilty of fraud the Government cannot bo 
defrauded. The Act Buys that tho scalp 
or head must be left with the J. Pi, which 
prevents this fraud. A common practice 
is when the J. P. receives u scalp or head 
he cuts off an ear and then if ibis head is 
presented ugnin the J.P. has sense enough 
to know that a panther or wolf does not 
generally run about minus an ear. 

Mr. Humphroys wanted to know what 
thoro was to prevent a J. P. ringing ia 
theBo changes. Ho wanted to know whe- 
ther the Government had any check on 
this? 

Item pessed. 

Feos to Registrars, $500. Passed. 
Fire Department harkerville, $250. 
Passed. 

Library, Legislative and Departmental, 
$250. 

Mechanics' Institutes. 

Mr. Milby thought that Cassiar and 
Kootenuy should have an appropriation. 

Hon. Mr. Smithe said this was only in- 
tended as a slight assistance to existing 
institutions, and if the hon, gentleman 
can show thut institutions exist either in 
Kootonay or Oussiar that there would bo 
no objection to assisting them. 

Mr. Milby felt certuin that many men 
in either of those camps would contiibuto 
towards an institute if they felt certuin 
that the Government would help them. 

Mr. Fisher would like to know whether 
the Government hud uot received a peti- 
tion from Sooke asking for aid for nu In 
stitute established there. 

Hon. Mr. Smithe said that tho petition 
was received, but the Government do not 
think it advisable to depart from the rules 
by which they were guided in this mat- 
ter. Tho projectors must fir.-t show that 
they are willing to help themselves, but 
us soon as.any district shall establish un 
institute nothing can prevent the Govern- 
ment voting assistance for them. 

Mr. Milby again asked that somelhing 
be plucod on the Estimates for those dis- 
tricts. 

Hon. Mr. Smithe said he was afraid tho 
Government could not begin this, for if 
they did they could not tell where it would 
end. Hitherto these appropriations had 
been made only to existing institutions. 
Let an institute be started at Kootenay 
and then the Government will be quite 
willing to help them. 

Item passed. 

Aid to Cemetery, Nanaimo, $500. 
Mr. Walkem hoped that this aiel would 
be towards a publio cemetery which 
wonld not be of a denominational cliaruc- 
tor such as here at Victoria. Ho also hop- 
ed that the Hospital at Nanaimo would be 
on tho same footing, aud not belong to 
any one denomination. 

Hen. Mr. Elliott said ho hud never tin 
derstood that such wub the case with tho 
Nanaimo hospital. It belonged to no de- 
nomination. As for the cemetery it is to 
bo a public cemetery, and not one of a de- 
nominational character. Ho would never 
give his assistance towards establishing 
such a grievance as a denominational 
cemetery (hear.) 

Mr. Gordon was glad the hon. Premier 
had removed an impression that might 
have existed as to tho denominational char- 
acter of the Nanaimo Hospital. He ex- 
plained that the hospital wus nondenom- 
inutional and public in its character, so 
were the subsoiiptions. A committee was 
appointed from the subscribers and he 
was sorry to think that an iniprnssion that 
the ho-pital was denominational had got 
abroad. With respect to tho cemetery, 
it was in tho hands of tho Municipal 
Council which, being an eleoli.-o body 
was the best guarantee of its being no'n'- 
denominational in its character; 

Mr. Walkem said ho was perfectly sa- 
tisfied with tho explanation. 

Dr. Tolmio hop d before the House 
rosu this year something would be dono 
towards placing tho Victoria cemetery on 
apwWtobosis. Ho also hoped that' tho 
Westminster cemetery would bo arranged 
on u- proper basis. 
Tho item passed. 
Indian Commission, $10,000. 
Hon. Mr. Smithe said no ono oould re- 
gret more than ho did that it was neces- 
sary to placo this sum on the Estimates- 
out thero wus no way to avoid it exco-^t 
through repudiating tho agreement mado 
by the Walkem Government with the Do- 
minion Govornmeut. Tho Indian land 
question had been a vexed ono for years 
and by the agreement referred to tho 
work of the Commissioners would have 
oxtonded over several years, and this Gov- 
ernment was in duty bound to curry it 
out; but beioro the Commissioners en 
tered tho hold the arrangement was found 
to entail an exponso on tho country not 
proportionate with its benefits. This 
Government did not wish to back out of 
tho agreement, but took steps to obtain 
an amelioration. They therefore mado a 
proposition to tho Dominion Government 
and found that their ideas were similar to 
those entertained by this Goverumont, 



and it was doemed advisable to m ike

who had power to iustruot them to settle 

cases where disputes had arisen and 
might thin dispense with their services. 
As soon as tho reserves now in disputo 
had beeu arranged it would bo no longer 
necessary to command the sorvices of tho 
Conunissiouers, aud should auy further 
difference urine it would b9 composed by 
tho resident Iudiau Commissiouers and 
tho Chief Commissioner of Lands and 
Works, with ono of tho Judges of tho 
Supreme Couit as umpire « ithout oxp'ense 
to the Province. It would uot be neces- 
sary to repeat this voto as the Commis- 
sioners' labors would torminata by tha 
end of tho year. 

Mr. Boavon attacked the Indian Com- 
missioners who, ho Eaid, weio in town 
all last ourcmer, learning to smoke so 
that they might know how to smoke the 
pipe of peace with tho Indians. The 
press of tho Province had urged the In- 
dians to revolt and counsel murder so as 
to reflect on the Walkem Government, 
and ho thought the proposition was good 
one aud it might be adopted this year. 

Dr. Tolmie wanted to know how far 
this sum would go towards defraying the 
c. st of nnlodian war? This Commission 
has yet to do it3 most important duty 
aud he thought that this sum should be 
voted. 

Hon. Mr. Vernon said tho sum placed 
on tho Estimates was to defray all ex- 
penses which might bo incurred iu con- 
nection with the Indian Commission lor 
tho present year. Tho Commission neces- 
sarily involved the consideration of a 
number of details whioh could not bo ar- 
ranged at a moment's notieo, and certain 
difficulties arose with the Dominion as to 
what proportion of tho expenses of tho 
tho Commissinn tho Province would be 
liable. Ho did not think it would be ad- 
visable or beneficial to dischargo the 
Commission at the present time. Tho 
Indians wero expecting that their griev- 
unees would bo redressed in a few 
months and those in the inteiior particu- 
larly, where the chief difficulties exist, 
havo beeu anxiously awaiting their arriv- 
al, uud a knowledge of tho dissolution of 
Coinnii-sion might lead to very serious 
consequences. Constituted as the Com- 
mission was, with the Dominion and local 
Governments equully represented, it was 
more judicious and loss liable to lead to 
difficulties hereafter to allow the present 
Commission to determine und adjust the 
few questions in dispute between tho lo- 
csl Government und the represantative of 
the Indians with respect to tho quantity 
of land to be allotted to each tribe or na- 
tion. Ho could not agree with the re- 
marks thut hud fallen from the hon. 
member for Victoria City, that anyone ap- 
pointed by tho Dominion Government 
for the purpose of protecting the Indian 
interests in the Province would necossari- 
ly endeavor to obtain an extiaordinary 
quantity of laud for tho nstives. The in- 
structions that had boon issued to the 
Dominion Commissioner wero of the fair- 
est aud most equitab'e character. Had 
tho policy inaugurated by tho late Gov- 
ernment been carried out tho Commis- 
sion w.-.uUl probably have lasted for the 
next twenty yeni s ut an onormouB expou- 
ponditure each year. Thero were a unru- 
lier of settlements iu the most remote por- 
tions of tho Province where it would be 
entirely uu necessary for the Comrxiinsion 
to pneeed. The piesent Government had 
fulfilled the obligation of their predeces- 
sors; but it wus not thought desirable 
to continue tbe Fystem. It was cumbr- 
ous, expensive nnd unsuitable to the re- 
quirements of t. e Province. Tbe system 
proposed to bo adopted in futuro could 
be carried out withont difficulty. The 
Chief Commissioner would bo perfectly 
able to judge whether the reserves appro"- 
priated by the Indian Superintendent 
were eccessive or otherwise, us ho would 
be in possession of a census of each tribe, 
and should there be any dispute it would 
be settled by a reference to ono of tho 
judges of he Supreme Court. The sug- 
gestion of the hon. member for Victoria 
City to submit these reserves to the Le- 
gislature was simply ridiculous and could 
not possibly bo curried out without a very 
great waste of time. If the matter be left 
to the Chief Commissioner of Lands and 
Works, which of course would be sub- 
mitted to the Executive, what better pro- 
tection could the country desire? He 
failed to see how the hon, member for 
Victoria City had shown where economy 
could be effected and was glad to hear 
that so many hon. members on both sides 
of the House seemed to approve of the 
courso the Government hud pursued. 

Mr. Be.iveu said the Commissioners 
were to have visited every Indian nation, 
n)\v they only go to a few small camps. 

Capt. Evans thought that there would 
be trouble in his district with tho Indians. 

Dr Ash said that in his district an in- 
justice had been douo to u white settler in 
taking away from him a farm whioh ho 
hud paid taxes on and had tnuoh improv- 
ed. He thought some rcoompenso should 
bo made. 

Hon. Mr. Vernon said this was purely 
a departmental matter and should bo re- 
ferred to the department to consider. 

Hon. Mr Smithe said theCommissioners 
havo no right to t-iko privute landB, but 
can only take Crowe lands. If they hate 
oversteped the bounds of their authority 
then the individual has his remedy. The 
Government de.-ervo great credit in this 
matter. They only require $10,000 for 
tho expenses Tney have no right to 
boar tho survey expenses and the Do- 
minion Government will pay thaj; expense. 
Th -n there is tho censns taker. The 
Government combated paving half this 
oflicer's salary and got out of jt. They 
had cut down all oxpensos possible and 
tho Commi-sionera said they wore so 
niggardly that at one time thoy refuBod 
to take tho field; but had to go, und since 
their return they made out a statement 
showing that thoy wero out of pocket. The 
Government had conducted this matter 
on the most economical prinoiplo pass 

Mr. Walkem said the policy had beon 
cirrio 1 out in a wrong manner. The lato * 
Government are not to blame in any way • 
but tho present Government. The sum 
of 5,100,000 is a large amount to go to a 
few small reservos, and we only pay our 
own Commissioner half tho salary of *he 
joint Commissioners. His idoa had beon 
to appoint a man of experienco and en- 
ergy and ono well known to tho Iudians 
anil ho could have dono moro in one hour 
than this Commission can do in a month 
Ho acknowledged that tho oxtravaganae 
had commenced with tho lute Govern- 
ment, but it was tho duty of the prosent 
Government to remedy this. We do not 
want a grand array, but a fow practical 
men. Tho main body of tho present Com- 
mission in idle nearly tho whole of tho 
time. It was their intontion not to ap- 
point an arbitrator till he wa» absolutely 
required. ' \* 

Hon. Mr. Smithe said that if the hon. 
Gentleman (Mr. Walkem) had nndsretopd 



the question ho wna talking about 
would not have made the absurd remarks 
ho bad just uttered. It wastruo the agree- 
ment required tbe Commissioners to treat 
with the Indians as nations; but it must 
bo remembered that each nation is divid- 
ed up into numerous tribes, and whore- 
ever a tribo is situated, whorovor a village 
or hamlet is locate.!, tbero will be found 
in all probability an Indian reserve, aDd 
every onaof tiieso rosorves scattered over 
tbe territory inhibited by tho "nation" 
would uecessiril.v havo to be visited in 
order that the Commissioners couU "deal 
with thorn on tbe spot,'*a3 tbe agreement 
also required. Tho Commisiioners wore 
probably as competent to interpret tbe 
meaning of the agreement as tbe leader 
of tho Opposition (hoar.bear.) As for tbo 
joins Commissioner rending ia Victoria 
and only acting when tbo othor two Com- 
missioners might disagree, if tho hou. 
gentleman would look at tho matter again 
he would himself aoc how utterly absurd 
and nonsensical tho proposition was. Sup- 
pose two Oommisbionors v/vie to take tbe 
field, one representing the Provinco and 
the other the Domiuion, and suppose ono 
was opinionated and of strong character, 
and the other was of an easy, conceding 
disposition the result would of course bo 
that the strong-niioded Commissioner 
■would sway tho other as ho willed. They 
would never disagree, and thy sorvicos of 
the third man would never be required. 
Their decisions in such' event must of 
course be one-sided, and anything but a 
satisfactory settlement of the Indian land 
question would bo consequent. But sup- 
pose thoy were both opinionated, then 
they would never agree, and if th;:y had 
to oomo to Victoria to get the third Com 
mit&ioncr to decide between them, time 
would bo consumed in sending for him. 
and tiino would be lost in wuitiug for 
him to inform himself thoroughly of tho 
m»rits of the case; ho would not be able 
to decide intelligently until be had inves- 
tigated the whole quo-tion for himself. In 
the meantime the two bo supposed would 
bo lying back drawing their S10 a day 
and waiting for his decision upon the 
matter ut issue. Then who would uot as 
umpire in such fashion ? Who would live 
in Victoria without pay and hold him-elf 
in readiocsi t-> go at any time tj tho fur- 
thest nook of the Provinco to settle a 
question, and then return and wait at tbe 
rate of mo hiug a day for six months or 
more until he should be required agiin 
in the name way. The proposition was 
preposterous and be was astonished at tbe 
Opposition Leader advancing it. (Hear, 
hear.) 

Dr. Tolmie thought that any ono know- 
ing human nature would know that differ- 
ences would arise and the Canadiau Gov- 
ernment knew well that tbe presence of 
tbe umpire wan required, or ho would not 
have been appointed at all. 

Mr. Humphreys thought that tho deci- 
sion of tho Oom mission haviugbeou made 
that they should stake oft' the ground and 
then after they had fiui»hei tueir work 
send up a surveyor. They would then 
get through the work in a short time. 

Hon. Mr. Vein 11 wished to know whe- 
ther tne lion, gentleman would require a 
man to make the stikes as too Indians 
might like a little moro ground. 

Mr. Beaven thought that tho niatler 
might now bo left to the resident Indian 
Commissioner. 

Hon. Mr. Vernon said tbo original plan 
assented to by both Governments bad 
been found impracticable. Tiie Govern- 
ment wore not criticizing the policy of the 
past Admiui-itration because the House 
had assoute.i unanimously to its adop- 
tion. Tbe present scheme was however 
very suitable to meet tho difficulties con- 
nected with the settlement of tho Indian 
question in tho Provinco. To concentrate 
Indian nations on "one or two reserves 
would inevitably lead to serious trou- 
bles. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott stated that tho third 
Commissioner was not in any way an um- 
pire. What tho Government had done in 
this way was tho best they could. They 
had done all thoy could f .o lower the ex- 
pense in this matter. 

Mr. Walkom wanted to know how it 
was possible to expend bo groat a sum of 
money. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott said tho salaries were 
815 a day and 57 50 allowance, aud that 
alone made S22 50 per day. 

Hon. Mr. Smithe said tho Commission 
has stated that certain Indians aro known 
to be in a dissatisfied stale, aud are only 
kept quiet because of the assurance that 
the joiut Commission should go and set- 
tle disputes in the Spring. Should tho 
Commision get tbono questions nettled 
there will be no reason to keep tho Com- 
mission nny longer. 

Mr. Walkem could not understand why 
such an amount was required. Five 
dollars a day was much moro than was 
required for camp life. 

Mr. Milby said that tho travelling ex- 
penses would quite take §5 a day. 

Hon. Mr. Smithe said ho was informod 
by a gentleman who had kopt a correct 
acoonnt of expense* during the trip, that 
tho Commissioners had to pay some S-tOO 
out of their own pocket; in addition they 
very reluctantly agreed to go on the al- 
lowanca of 85, as they know that thoy 
would bo out of pocket by it. 

Tho item was passed. 

Woollen manufactories, 83,000. 

Hon. Mr. Smitbo said this was intend- 
ed in ibo natiiro of a bonus, but it was 
not yet determined on what arrange 
monts. 

Mr. Milby thought this was a most 
Upneueial expenditure of money. One 
hou. gentleman ha I said wo could not 
jSMsiifaoturo wooh n goods hero and that 
tho idea was absurd; he did not think ho, 
as wo pay hero on woollon gqods .$200,- 
000 more thau tho revenue ot tho coun- 
try. Tho wool hore is not too fine for 
USB, H i thought blankoti could bo made 
hero under 70 cents a pound aud that 
would givo the seller a large protlt. 
Clothes wo shall uot be able t> manufac- 
ture yet; but that will come in time. 

Mr. Beaven thought the result of thiH 
vote will bo that tho Government would 
bo called on to pay this money. A num- 
bor of persons would bo induced to tuko 
shares and tho cud will be that they will 
all lose their mouoy. Tho wool in this 
country will not make tho blankets im- 
ported into the country. 

Mr. R. Smith t-aid be believed ho had 
beou the first to move in this diroutiou. 
Ho wanted to know whether there was no 
ohauco of this country to get along, for 
the hon, gentleman says that we can got 
moro for our wool by exporting it, there- 
fore he advocates tho policy of exporting 
all our produce and importing all our 
goods. 

Dr. Tolmie, seoing that Canada has a 
high tariff, was giud to tind that some- 
iking was being done to manufacture our 
own woollen goods. As for the fineness 
Of the wool the farmers can easily change 
tbeir sheep.

Alfred Dundower said that Sergeant 
Bloomtield asked him to go with him to 
assist him arrest some Indians. At the 
time prisoner pointed Ibo gun the prison- 
er was a few feet from him; witnoss seized 
tbe gun; the prisoner's fathordrew a knife 
and thou let the gun go. 

Sergt. Bloomfield taid ho went ashore 
at Kimsqut to arrest some Indians; took 3 
men with him, one of whom was Alfred 
Dundower; on arriving at tho village he 
found that tho prisoner ho wanted to ar- 
rest had left the village; arrested another 
Indian, and Alfred Dundower wont down 
ta the river to see after the prisonorjheard 
Dundowor call him; witnoss ran down to 
tho river and saw 3 or 4 men together in a 
couffl?; took tho prisoner, who was tbou 
holding the gun, with one band; another 
Indian (his father) bad hold of the gun; 
Alfred Dundower also had hold of the 
gun with ono hand and of tho prisoner 
with tho othor; witness took tho prisoner 
from tliem and put him in irons. 

Tbe prisoner was committed for trial at 

the next Assizes.
